Ta new phase of the Red 


Armys autumn offensive, 
which opened’ with the 
capture of Kiev, is being pressed 
home with all possible strength at 
all possilfie points from the Crimea 
to the Pripet Marshes, Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent cables. On a 
100-mile semi-circular front, north, 
west and south of Kiev, the Germans 
are still being rolled back with heavy 
losses away from the nieper 
towards the Teterev and Bug rivers. 
A new outflanking blow has been 
struck by powerful forces massed in 
the Pereyaslav bridgehead across the 
Dnieper, south-east of Kiev. The 
immediate effect is to trap the Ger- 
man forces in the 600-square-miles 
triangle bounded by .Kiev, Byelaya, 
Tserkov and Pereyaslav. Its ulti- 
mate result may well be to complete 
the isolation of the German divisions 
within the great Dnieper bend.

He said: “The im- 
pression still prevails that General 
Vatutin is concerned, above all, to 
wheel round the German positions 
in the Dnieper bend and envelop 
them.”’

The Soviet communiqué said that 
the Wirst Ukrainian Army con- 
tinued their offensive yesterday, 
and captured the district centre of 
the Kiev region, Borodyanko, as 
well as more than 80 inhabited 
localities; that the Kerch bridge- 
head was enlarged, and that more 
places were taken in the Nevel 
sector, 

An earlier report that Kerch had 
been captured was not confirmed by 
the Soviet Command,

RELIEF 

44 Nations Sign 
New Pact 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT, 
P broadcasting yesterday in 
Washington after forty-four 
Powers had signed the United 
Nations’ Relief and Rehabilitation 
Agreement (U.N.R.R.A.), declared: 
“ We mean business in this war in 
a political and humanitarian sense, 
just as surely as we mean business 
in a military sense. 

““Coming after the declarations of 
Moscow, this agreement is one more 
strong link joining the United 
Nations in facing problems of mutual 
need and interest, he added. 

The representatives of these forty- 
four nations, Reuter cables, begin 
to-day in Atlantic City their discus- 
sions upon the practical means of 
achieving their vast post-war task 
of feeding and clothing the now 
oppressed millions of Europe and the 

ar East. 

“ I$ is hard for us to grasp the 
magnitude of the needs in occupied 
countries,” the President 
“The Germans and the Japanese 
have carried on their campaigns of 
plunder and destruction with one 
purpose in mind, that in the lands 
they occupy there shall be left only 
a generation of half-men—under- 
nourished, crushed in body and 
spirit, without strength or incentive 
to hope—ready, in fact, to be en- 
slaved and used as beasts of burden 
by the self-styled master races. 
_‘*The Germans have been plan- 
ning systematically to make the 
other countries economic vassals, 
utterly dependent upon and com- 
pletely subservient to the Nazi 
tyrants. Additional regions will be 
blackened as the German and 
Japanese forces, in their retreat, 
scorch the earth behind them. 


LAW AND ORDER 


‘It would be supreme irony for 
us to win victory, and then to inherit 
world chaos, simply because we were 
unprepared to meet what we know 
we shall have to meet. 

‘We know the human wants 
which will follow liberation. Many 
ruthlessly shattered cities and vil- 
lages in Russia, China and Italy pro- 
vide horrible. evidence of what the 
defeated, retreating Germans and 
Japanese will leave behind. So it 
will be the task of U.N.R.R.A. 
to operate in these areas until the 
resumption of peaceful occupation 
enables the liberated peoples once 
more to assume the full burden of 
their own supplies. It will be for 
U.N.R.R.A., first, to assure a fair 
distribution of available supplies 
among all of the liberated peoples, 
and, second, to ward off death by 
starvation or exposure among these 
peoples. 

“The sufferings of the little men 
and women ground under the Axis 
heel can be relieved only if we 
utilise the production of all the 
world to balance the want of all 
the world. : In U.N.R.R.A. we have 
devised a mechanism, based on the 
processes of true democracy, which 
adn go fár toward “the “aécomplish- 
ment of such an objective. It is, 
therefore, with a lift of hope, that 
we look on the signing of this agree- 
ment by all cf the United Nations 
as a means of joining them together 
still :nore firmly. 

““ Such is the spirit and such is the 
positive action of the United Nations 
at the time when our milit power 
is becoming predominant, “ae our 
enemies are heing pushed back all 
over the world. 

“ U.N.R.R.A. now begins its first 
conference, and makes the first bold 
steps towards the practicable, work- 
able realisation of freedom from 
want. The forces of the United 
Nations march forward and-~ the 
peoples. of the United Nations 
march with them.”’ 

The 44 delegates signed the agree- 
ment in a gold and blue book con- 
taining the treaty.

‘change has taken place—a change 


which was symbolised many 
months ago, when Herr Hitler 
announced the conception of the 
“ European fortress,’ theréby pro- 
claiming his country and her allies 
on the defensive. During that 
year, in fact, virtually every 
active movement has been under- 
taken by the United Nations. The 
Russians, instead of retiring into 
summer quarters according to 
their tradition, actually have 
maintained the impetus of the 
winter months, “and show no 
sign of any halt in their west- 
ward progress. Every Axis soldier 
has been drfven from African 
soil; Sicily has fallen into Allied 
hands; Italy is divided into two 
camps, and for the first time since 
June, 1940, British and American 
troops are fighting a major 
campaign on the soil cf 
continental Europe. It is hardly 
surprising that Mr. Churchill’s 
speech is jubilant. Mr, Churchill, 
however, is not the man to 
encourage his people by false 
hopes. ‘‘ This is ‘no time,” he 
says, “for relaxation . 
Hitler still has four hundr 

divisions under his command or 
contro] | The hazards of 
great battles lie before us... 
We cannot exclude the _ possi- 
billity of new forms of attack 
upon this island.” In other 


war may have changed, it is not 
yet won. 

Much of the speech, however, 
concerned itself with the rela- 
tions, present and future, between 
Great Britain and the United 
States on the one hand, and the 
Soviet Union on the other. A 
year ago—indeed, very much 
later—there were mutterings to 
the effect that the camaraderie. 
between the great allies was not 
all that it might be. The Soviet 
demand for a ‘‘second front,” 
capable of diverting a substantial 
proportion of the German divi- 
sions from Russian territory, was 
growing louder and more per- 
sistent; some of the . Moscow 
newspapers were almost brutally 
blunt. It would be foolish to 
deny that a sense of strain existed 
in the three Allied capitals. 
There still were, Englishmen— 
and even more Americans—who 
felt uneasy in the company of 
Russia, and disliked the thought 
of a partnership which might be 
protracted into the post-war 
years. Most of this disharmony 
seems to have been rectified in 
the last few weeks. The “full 
and frank ” discussions between 
the three Foreign Ministers at 
the Moscow Conference, accord- 
ing to the Prime Minister of 
England, have persuaded the 
Russians that ‘‘it is the heart- 
felt wish of the British and 
American nations to fight the war 
out with them in loyal alliance, 
and afterwards to work with 
them on the basis of mutual 
respect and comradeship, re- 
settlement and rebuilding of this 
tormented and distracted world.” 
He adds a hope that the heads 
of the three Governments will be 
able to hold a personal meeting, 
in order to confirm the relatians 
which have been established by 
their Foreign Ministers. For the 
rest, Mr. ,Churchill offers what 
cannot be regarded otherwise than 
as a clear promise of a ‘‘ second 
front’ on the mdst grandiose 
scale during the coming year. He 
believes that 1944 will seo the 
climax of the European war, and 
the biggest battles in which 
British and American troops ever 
have been engaged. What form 
the Allied strategy will take he 
is not prepared to say; his. only 
assurance is that, so far as is 
possible, it will be the result of 
concerted action between the 
High Commands of all three 
nations. Mr. Churchill’s speech, 
with its emphasis on this inter- 
Allied harmony, must be read as 
a supplement to Marshal Stalin’s 
broadcast on Saturday night— 
and both together as a pendant 
to the decisions of the Mosco 
Conference. 
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Radio Review 


The debate on the estimates 
for Radio Eireann is becoming 
an annual occasion for uncom- 
promising attacks on the respon- 
sible Minister from every part of 
the Dail. There is no need to-go 
into the House to find that there 
is serious dissatisfaction with the 
the 


words, while the aspect of the 


scarcely surprising, in these 
circumstances, that the news 
bulletins have failed to .meet 
with approval; and if this is a 
fair sample of the conditions 
under which employees work, little 
improvement in the programmes 
can be expected. In general, 
the complaints of the deputies 
seem to fall under two heads: 
first, they believe that only 
Government views have a chance 
of being represented in the pro- 
grammes; secondly, they think 
that the money allotted to the 
station is inadequate. When Mr. 
Little makes his reply to-day the 
public is: entitled to expect that 
he will answer these charges. 
Plenty of good artists are avail- 
able in the country, as a review 
even of the Dublin theatres will 
show. Why can they not be offered 
sufficient money to induce them to 
broadcast? What proportion of 
the licence fee goes to the 
station, and what proportion to 
the coffers of the Department? 
These are questions which deserve 
an answer, and it is to be hoped 
that the Minister will grant one. 
A ‘State broadcasting system 
ought to ensure better programmes 
and broader views than a system 
dependent on private enterprise: 
that is its ratson d’étre. Mr. 
Little is entitled to plead that 
it is impossible to satisfy every- 
body; but he will have some 
dificulty in explaining why, 
apparently, he satisfies nobody.

Without any effective warning, 

students of University College, 
Dublin, this session, have found 
themselves confronted with a sharp 
increase in fees, ranging from about 
two pounds in the case of arts 
students to an average of five 
pounds in the case of medical 
students, This year’s fees for 
medical students total £164 for the 
course, as against a previous figure 
of £131 16s. This does not include 
hospital fees,- which remain un- 
changed. 
_ Many of the students think that 
Increases should not take effect 
until they have had time to com- 
plete their courses. 

The College calendar for 1041-'42 
states that the scale of fees 
represents an increase amounting in 
most cases to t guineas. he 
reason given is ‘owing to the 
increase in College expenditure in 
respect of cost of material and in. 
creased obligations of service.”

It was possible, however, to 
trace the line of its constables from 
the last quarter of the fourteenth 
century for 300 years, its last con- 
stable being Hammond, who. was 
appointed in 1665. After his time 
there was no longer need Yor a 
garrison post in Wicklow town, as

The German News Agency's report 
on the bombing damage done to St.

Twenty-five years ago Mgr. Kaas 
was a Canon in the Archiepiscopal 
Chapter of Tréves. He then was 
elected Deputee to the German 
National Assembly, where the Centre 
Party, which he represented, played 
a decisive part in the acceptance of 
the Treaty of Versailles and of the 
Republican Constitution. The Centre 
Party was the only political party 
to be represented in all t 
German Cabinets from 1918 to 1932. 

In his capacity as leader of that 

rty, Myr. Kaas was responsible 
or the choice of Dr. Bruening as 
candidate for the Chancellorship. 
In 1933, after the dissolution of the 
Centre Party, Mgr. Kaas went to 
Rome, where he was given a non- 
political position.

The Housing Shortage 

An indication of .how bad the 
housing shortage is in some parts of 
the country is indicated by the fact 
that the Cheltenham Town Counttcil 
has only just found itself able to 
deal with an urgent case of re-accom- 
modation filed as far back as 1926. 
“A bathing hut would provide 
better accommodation than some 
people are living in here at the 
present time,’’ was the comment of 
Alderman Pates, when presenting the 
Housing Committee’s report. Alder- 
man Pates believes that the develop- 
ment of pre-fabricated houses after 
the war will be the only solution. 


Old Skilled Trade 


The average user of a walking- 
stick seldom realises that a great 
deal of skill is needed to produce 
them. There are only two firms in 
Britain making walking-sticks now. 
Before the war one of them made 
more than 300,000 sticks annually 
for tradé export, without counting 
many thousands in response to 
private orders received from over- 
seas.

Cattle 


1 notice that Belfast, as well as 
Dublin, is afflicted by the congestion 
caused by herds of cattle driven 
through the streets to the quays. 
According to a Press report, the 


‘trouble there is that the lairages— 


which, I take it, are something like 
marshalling yards for cattle—are 
some distance from the quays. The 
cattle are driven down in darkness 


' very often, and are a serious menace 


in the black-out streets. 

The Belfast solution—an attrac- 
tive, if difficult, one—is the provi- 
sion of a special road from the 
lairages to the docks for the use of 
cattle-drovers. In Dublin it seems 
that the difficulty may be overcome 
by the sensible course of trans- 
ferring the cattle market from its 
present site on the North Circular 
road down to the hinterland of the 
East Wall. 

Motorists, when - resume their 
normal activity, will bless anything 
that will keep the “ dumb-driven 
cattle” off the streets; and, if I 
may be allowed the rare indulgence 
of a pun, anything ‘‘dumber”’ than 
driven cattle, from the point of view 
of traffic sense, would be hard to 
imagine. 


Cold Spells 


The name of Alexander Buchan, 
the Scottish meteorologist, who 
died in 1907, is associated with a 
prophetic feat which almost rivals 
the wonders of Nostradamus; for he 
predicted ‘‘Buchap’s cold spells,” 
which pariods of cold weather have 
continued to come with almost un- 
canny‘ accuracy on the dates he 
specified years in advance. 

This winter, the “cold spells” 
come from November 6th to 12th, 
from February 7th to 10th, and from 
April 11th to 14th.
